I.  EXTENTS  OF  THE  PREBENDS 

OF  YORK. 


Introduction. 

The  following  extents  are  translated  from  Brit.  Mus.  Cott.  MS. 
Claud.  B.  iii,  //.  166-197,  a  copy  written  in  a  fine  archaistic  hand 
resembling  that  of  the  early  thirteenth  century.  A  fourteenth- 
century  hand  has  added  notes,  which  were  partly  cut  away  when 
the  volume  was  bound.  One  or  two  of  the  extents  seem  to  be 
imperfect;  and  descriptions  of  the  property  of  certain  prebends 
are  missing.  Two  of  the  extents  are  dated  1295*  one  1294 >  a  l^ir 
number  of  the  prebendal  tenants  occur  in  late  thirteenth-  and  early 
fourteenth-century  documents,  including  the  Lay  Subsidy  Rolls 
of  30  Edward  I;  and  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  to  doubt  that 
all  the  extents  were  required  for  one  and  the  same  occasion.  The 
following  translation  is  slightly  abbreviated,  but  preserves  the 
form  of  the  original  documents.  A  comparison  of  the  photograph 
opposite  with  the  appropriate  pages  of  the  printed  text  will  show 
how  far  I  have  taken  liberties  with  the  original.  The  extents  are 
printed  as  an  isolated  document  which  may  be  of  interest  to  social, 
economic  and  local  historians;  I  have  not  discussed  the  evidence 
which  they  afford,  nor  given  references  to  the  numerous  other 
documents  which  illustrate  the  history  of  the  prebendal 
endowments.

PREBENDS  OF  YORK,  c.  1295. 

(Brit.  Mus.  Cott.  MS.  Claud.  B.  iii,  /.  i66r.) 

Richal’ 

The  prebendary  is  rector  of  the  church  of  Rychal’,1  and  receives 
the  great  and  small  tithes,  and  has  jurisdiction  there  in  all  spiritual 
cases.  He  has  in  the  vill  of  Rychal’  his  demesne  manor  house 
(manerium) ,  with  three  appurtenant  gardens,  forty-six  and  a 
half  acres  of  cultivated  demesne,  fourteen  acres  of  meadow,  four 
acres  of  several  pasture,  a  wood  called  Suthwod’  estimated  to  con¬ 
tain  twenty  acres,  and  a  wood  called  Aldergrove  in  the  place  called 
Storhakenes’,  estimated  to  contain  four  acres.  Of  pasture  com¬ 
mon  to  the  men  of  the  prebendary  and  of  the  lord  Bishop  of 
Durham  there  are  estimated  to  be  in  all  sixty  acres.  He  has  a 
windmill,  a  horsemill  and  the  place  where  there  used  to  be  a  water-

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mill.  He  has  the  fishery  called  Gedmer,  and  rights  in  the  waters 
of  Husa1  according  as  the  territory  of  Rychal  extends  along  its 
banks.  He  has  in  the  vill  of  Rychal’  twenty-eight  bondmen 
(bondos)  whose  names  are  these:  John  ad  Portam,  John  son  of  Alan, 
William  Biscop,  John  Magot,  Richard  son  of  John,  John  son  of 
Benedict,  John  Stute,  John  son  of  Adam,  Reginald  son  of  Hugh, 
Abel  de  Northorp’,  Richard  son  of  Roger,  Richard  son  of  Hugh, 
John  Arthur,  William  son  of  Mariot’,  William  son  of  William, 
Richard  Bonde,  Adam  son  of  Thomas,  Luke  son  of  Alice,  Adam 
Langelothen,  Alexander  Bonde,  Abel  son  of  Henry,  William  son 
of  William  de  Mora,  William  de  Baryelby,  Alice  de  Lathum,  John 
de  Seleby,  Roger  ad  fontem,  Henry  son  of  Walter  and  William 
Thomasin. 


Each  of  these  holds  a  bo  vat  e,  and  the  aforesaid  Abel  de  Nor¬ 
thorp  a  bovate  and  a  half.  The  bovate  contains  fourteen  acres. 
They  render  for  each  bovate  16^.,  at  two  terms,  and  do  the  follow¬ 
ing  services:  Each  bondman  shall  plough  with  the  lord  for  three 
days,  harrow  for  three  days,  and  reap  the  lord’s  corn  for  three 
days  in  autumn,  and  shall  be  fed  once  a  day  at  the  lord’s  table. 
They  shall  mow  the  demesne  meadow,  and  be  fed  once  a  day  at 
the  lord’s  table.  They  shall  cart  the  demesne  hay  and  corn  at 
their  own  expense,  and  shall  cart  the  demesne  corn  to  Ebor  when 
they  are  ordered,  and  shall  feed  at  the  lord’s  table  once  a  day 
when  they  are  carting  corn.  They  shall  cart  logs  to  the  lord’s 
hearth,  or  give  each  2d.  for  the  carting.  [/.  166?;.]  Each  bondman 
shall  make  from  the  lord’s  corn  two  quarters  of  malt  for  his  use. 
They  shall  repair  the  walls  of  the  lord’s  buildings  (domorum)  when 
necessary;  and  each  shall  repair,  at  his  own  expense,  the  fences 
(sepes)  round  the  lord’s  court  to  a  length  of  twenty  feet.  Each 
shall  give  a  hen  at  Christmas  and  twenty  eggs  at  Easter.  They 
shall  cart  the  lord’s  timber  whenever  he  wishes  to  build.  They 
give  pannage  for  their  pigs  and  bees,  merchet  for  their  daughters 
and  relief  for  their  lands.  If  any  holds  newly  cleared  land  (terrain 
nouam)  he  renders  4 d.  per  acre.  They  ought  to  carry  the  lord’s 
provisions  ( cibum )  to  Ebor  at  his  expense.

Nine  gresmen  (gresmanni)  hold  of  the  prebendary,  whose 
names  are  these:  Adam  Walding’,  Roger  de  le  Dik’ ,  William  de 
Mora,  Roger  Cobbler,  Richard  son  of  Roger,  Henry  son  of  Augustus, 
Abel  Cook,  Gilbert  son  of  Nicholas,  Alexander  ad  Solarium.  Each 
holds  what  pertains  to  a  gresman,  and  pays  per  acre  4 d.,  a  hen 
at  Christmas  and  twenty  eggs  at  Easter.  Each  shall  mow  the 
lord’s  meadow  and  reap  the  lord’s  corn  for  two  days  in  autumn;

table  once  a  day.  They  give  pannage  for  their  pigs  and  bees, 
merchet  for  their  daughters,  and  relief.  They  rick  the  demesne 
corn  in  the  grange,  and  shall  feed  with  the  lord.

[/.  167^.]  The  prebendary  has  in  the  vill  of  Neubald1  a  demesne 
manor  house,  with  eight  bovates  in  demesne.  He  has  spiritual 
jurisdiction,  in  holding  Chapters,  over  his  own  tenants.  The  tenants 
in  this  vill  ought  to  do  suit  to  the  court  of  Rychal’  whenever  they 
are  summoned.  The  names  of  the  bondmen,  and  their  services, 
are  these:

hands  taken  before  Sir  Thomas  de  Loudham,  chamberlain  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter 

of  Ebor,  and  Thomas  Byren,  steward  of  the  same,  that  the  men  of  Neubald’ 
holding  of  the  prebend  of  Richal’  are  held  to  do  suit  to  the  court  of  Richal’ 
twice  a  year  and  not  more,  unless  there  is  a  plea  with  regard  to  land  between 
tenants  of  Richal’ ;  which  plea  cannot  be  deliberated  or  terminated  without 
the  assistance  of  the  men  of  Neubald’. 

Bramham. 

[/.  167?;.]  The  prebendary  is  rector  of  the  church  of  Bramham.1 
He  has  fourteen  bovates,  of  which  the  following  are  tenants: 
William  de  Langethawath  holds  freely  a  toft  for  id.  The  heirs  of 
Gernun  hold  half  a  toft  and  seven  acres  freely  for  4 d.  The  follow¬ 
ing  are  tenants  in  bondage  of  the  said  fourteen  bovates:  Alice 
Balkoc  holds  a  toft  and  a  bo  vat  e  in  Clifford1  for  8s.  William 
Shepherd  holds  a  toft  and  a  bovate  in  the  same  for  8s.  Richard  le 
Blund  holds  a  toft  and  two  bovates  in  the  vill  of  Bramham  for 
16s.  Alexander  Petit  holds  a  toft  and  a  bovate  in  the  same  for  8s. 
Robert  de  Munkehayt  holds  in  the  same  a  toft  and  three  bovates 
for  24s.  John  son  of  Cecily  holds  in  the  same  a  toft  and  a  bovate 
for  8s.  Richard  son  of  Jordan  holds  in  the  same  a  toft  and  a  bovate 
for  8s.  Richard  son  of  Henry  holds  in  the  same  a  toft  and  two 
bovates  for  16s.  Richard  Miller  holds  a  toft  and  two  bovates  for 
16s. 

The  prebend  also  consists  of  the  church  of  Estwarrum2  with 
four  bovates,  of  which  Sir  John  de  Boulton’,  chaplain,  holds  a 
toft  and  three  bovates  for  34s.,  and  Alan  ad  Ecclesiam  a  toft  and 
a  bovate  for  4s.  The  church  of  Lyth’  3  was  in  the  prebend,  with 
ten  bovates,  and  with  all  chapels,  tithes,  liberties,  common  pastures 
and  all  other  easements.  From  this  church  we  receive  nothing 
but  the  pension  of  thirty-six  sheaves. 

Suthcaue. 

[/.  168 r.]  The  prebend  consists  of  the  predial  and  mixed  tithes 
of  the  parish  of  Caue,4  and  of  the  parish  of  the  church  of  Wadword5 
and  of  half  the  church  of  Otteley.6  To  the  parish  of  Caue  belong 
the  vills  of  Caue,  Brumghelfleut,7  Oxemerdik  and  Faxefleut.8 
In  the  vill  of  Caue  there  belongs  to  the  prebend  a  carucate  with 
appurtenances  which  it  has  in  demesne,  and  the  predial  tithes 
of  the  whole  vill.  According  to  the  royal  extent  fifteen  carucates 
belong  to  the  aforesaid  vill.  The  predial  tithes  of  two  carucates 
in  the  vill  of  Brumghelfleut  belong  to  the  prebend,  and  of  two

carucates  in  the  vill  of  Faxelfleut  and  the  tithes  of  hay  of  all  the 
meadows  of  Caue  and  Faxelfleut,  and  of  the  wool  and  of  the 
lambs  feeding  in  the  pastures  of  the  said  parish,  except  the  sheep 
belonging  to  the  Templars  and  to  the  house  of  St.  Leonard  Ebor. 
They  say  that  the  prebendary  has  in  the  said  parish  the  right  of 
correcting  the  misdemeanours  of  the  parish  and  of  delinquents 
there,  and  of  hearing  and  determining  cases.  The  predial  tithes 
of  half  a  carucate  next  to  Wythelay1  belong  to  the  prebend;  the 
Templars  now  occupy  this,  and  at  present  do  not  pay.  Also  the 
tithes  of  a  hundred  acres  of  meadow  which  the  Templars  have 
recently  acquired;  at  present  they  pay  no  tithes  of  them.  Also 
the  tithes  of  six  acres  of  meadow  which  the  Hospitallers  have 
recently  acquired,  and  of  which  they  pay  no  tithes;  and  of  ten 
acres  of  meadow  which  the  prior  and  convent  of  Wartria2  occupy, 
and  of  which  they  decline  to  pay  half  the  tithes ;  and  the  tithes  of 
the  meadow  of  a  certain  Laurence  de  Faxelfleut,  which  the  Tem¬ 
plars  now  occupy,  and  of  which  they  pay  no  tithes.  The  men  dwell¬ 
ing  at  Oxemerdik  cultivate  eight-six  acres  and  three  roods  by  their 
own  labour  within  the  parish  aforesaid ;  the  church  receives  nothing 
from  them,  but  the  Templars  receive  the  entire  tithes.  These  men 
are  their  serfs,  wherefore  they  are  wondered  at  (unde  admirantur). 
The  tithes  of  the  parish,  and  of  flax  and  hemp,  offerings,  the  chief 
articles  (principalia)  of  the  dead  and  all  the  small  tithes  belong 
rightly  to  the  vicar,  whereas  he  detains  the  tithes  of  a  certain 
fishery  situate  within  the  parish  on  the  fee  of  St.  Leonard,  and 
farmed  by  lay  tenants.  The  prebend  has  no  tenants  [/.  i68z>.]  at 
Caue. 

Grendale. 

[/.  1697.]  The  prebendary  of  Grendal’3  holds  sixteen  bovates 
in  demesne  with  the  Ouenames,  and  ten  acres  of  meadow  of  which 
only  four  acres,  sometimes  more,  sometimes  less,  can  be  mown. 

Thomas  Switheby  holds  two  bovates,  and  renders  ys.  6 d.,  in 
equal  portions  at  Pentecost  and  Martinmas.  He  ought  to  cart  hay 
once  a  year,  and  shall  have  a  meal;  to  reap  in  autumn  for  one 
day,  and  shall  have  a  meal  once  on  the  day;  and  to  find  a  cart 
(carucam)  for  one  day,  and  shall  have  a  meal  if  he  is  required.  He 
owes  heriot  (herietlum),  merchet  and  leyrwite  (leyiwyth),  and  ought 
to  acknowledge  ( cognoscere )  the  lord.  He  owes  suit  of  mill  and 
suit  of  Court.  Isabel  widow  of  John  Reeve,  Roger  in  the  Wra,  John 
Gylliot  and  Sir  Gregory  the  chaplain  hold  the  same  amount  for 
the  same  services. 

Walter  Clerk  holds  a  bovate  and  a  half  for  5s.  y\ d.}  at  the  same 
terms.  He  owes  the  same  services  as  Thomas  above  named. 
Beatrix  widow  of  Geoffrey  son  of  Luke  and  Walter  Donyby  hold 
and  render  the  same.

To  the  said  prebend  belong  three  carucates  in  the  vill  of  Graf¬ 
ton,1  held  in  bondage  by  the  following  tenants:  Ralph  Reeve 
holds  two  bovates  and  a  toft  for  2s.  8 d.,  paid  at  Martinmas  and 
Pentecost,  6 d.  in  autumn  for  works,  three  hens  and  a  cock  at 
Christmas.  William  son  of  Henry  holds  two  bovates  for  the  same 
service.  Elena  the  widow  holds  a  bovate  and  a  toft  for  19^.  and 
two  hens  or  a  cock  and  a  hen  at  Christmas.  Robert  son  of  William 
holds  five  bovates  and  a  toft,  pays  per  bovate  as  above,  and  in 
autumn  does  service  for  one  bovate  only;  for  each  bovate  he  gives 
a  hen  and  at  Easter  twenty  eggs.  William  son  of  Robert  holds 
two  bovates  as  above,  and  pays  for  them  as  above,  and  also 
eggs.  Peter  son  of  William  holds  a  bovate  and  a  half  and  a  toft, 
and  pays  per  bovate  as  above.  John  son  of  Ingil  holds  a  bovate 
and  a  half  and  a  toft,  and  pays  as  above.  Luke  son  of  William 
holds  two  bovates  and  a  toft  and  renders  service  as  above.  Isabel 
del  HylV  holds  a  bovate  and  a  toft  and  renders  service  as  above. 
Arnald  holds  half  an  acre  and  a  toft  for  12^.  Richard  son  of  Ingyh 
holds  a  toft  for  Sd.  Alice  daughter  of  Richard  holds  four  bovates 
for  service  per  bovate  as  above.  Tolle  son  of  Gille  holds  two 
bovates  for  service  as  above.

[/.  170 r.]  The  prebendary  of  Donigton’2  holds  eight  bovates, 
each  worth  5 s.  He  has  twelve  acres  which  the  said  bondmen  ought 
to  plough  three  times  a  year  and  to  sow  with  the  lord’s  seed,  and 
they  shall  have  a  meal  once  a  day  at  that  time.  They  ought  to 
reap,  gather  and  cart  to  the  lord’s  barn  (orreum).  He  has  twenty 
acres  of  meadow ;  four  ought  to  be  mown  by  the  lord  and  collected 
and  carted  by  the  bondmen,  who  shall  have  a  meal  once  a  day. 
He  has  a  wood  containing  about  six  acres,  and  a  moor  of  about 
thirty  acres.  He  has  a  windmill  which  renders  2 m.  He  has  Peter’s 
Pence  from  Donigton’  and  Grimeston’.3  He  has  merchet,  leyrwite 
(1 leyrwyth ),  the  chapter  of  his  church  and  pannage  from  the  wood. 
Note  that  each  carucate  ought  to  cart  a  load  (carectariam)  of 
brushwood  (busch’)  from  the  said  wood  to  the  lord’s  hall  at  Ebor 
whenever  he  pleases;  the  bondmen  shall  have  a  meal  on  that  day. 
The  prebendary’s  tenants  in  Donigton’  and  Grimeston  ought  to 
cart  all  the  corn  and  hay  which  grows  on  the  demesne  in  the  vill 
of  Donigton’  to  the  lord’s  hall  at  Ebor,  and  even  corn  to  be  sold 
if  the  prebendary  pleases.  The  said  tenants  shall  form  a  procession 
on  Thursday  in  the  week  of  Pentecost,  and  shall  sing  the  following 
song :  Gif  i  na  thing  for  mi  land ,  etc. 

Adam  son  of  John  Reeve  holds  two  bovates  for  4s.,  in  equal 
portions  at  Pentecost  and  Martinmas,  two  cocks  at  Christmas  and 
forty  eggs  at  Easter.  Adam  Page  holds  four  bovates  for  8s.,  four 
cocks  and  eighty  eggs,  at  the  same  terms.  William  son  of  Hugh,

[/.  183?'.]  The  prebendary  of  Ampilford1  is  rector  of  the  church 

and  receives  all  great  and  small  tithes  belonging  to  it.  He  has 
Jurisdic-  jurisdiction  there  in  all  spiritual  cases.  He  has  in  the  vill  of  Ampil¬ 
ford’  -his  demesne  manor  house  with  a  certain  garden  which 
appurtains  to  it.  Of  cultivated  demesne  he  has  ten  bovates,  each 
containing  nine  and  a  half  acres;  moreover  he  has  four  acres  in  a 
croft,  and  an  acre  below  the  Ploumgarth’.  Sum  of  arable  demesne: 
five  score  acres.  He  has  thirty  acres  of  meadow,  and  three  acres 
of  meadow  in  le  Wyth’syk,  which  thirteen  [szc]  acres  of  meadow 
lie  among  the  fallow  every  third  year  and  cannot  then  be  mown. 
He  has  next  to  the  Wythsik  five  acres,  at  the  Scarthuatbankes  four 
acres  and  in  the  Thuayt  three  acres;  these  twelve  acres  were  at 
one  time  cultivated,  but  are  now  worthless  except  as  pasture. 
He  has  in  a  certain  assart  next  to  Clariz  five  score  acres  in  severalty. 
He  has  a  garden  in  severalty  around  the  fold,  containing  two 
acres.  Of  pasture  common  alike  to  the  men  of  the  barony  of  Ros 
and  of  the  prebend  he  has  by  estimation  five  hundred  acres.  The 
prebendary  and  the  free  men  of  Ampilford  used  to  have  common 
pasture  on  the  moor  and  in  the  woods  of  Sproxtona,2  estimated  to

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contain  five  hundred  acres,  for  himself  and  all  his  tenants;  and 
they  used  to  render  to  the  lord  of  Sproxtona,  for  each  toft  in  Ampil- 
ford  possessing  an  animal,  id.  in  autumn.  Of  this  pasture  they 
were  deforced  in  the  time  of  Mr.  Henry  de  Lavania,  prebendary,1 
by  Robert  de  Sproxton  the  said  lord.  He  has  in  the  vill  of  Ampil- 
ford  a  certain  watermill  rendering  23s. 

He  receives  from  Geoffrey  del  Bee,  a  certain  free  man,  6 d.,  half 
at  Pentecost  and  half  at  Martinmas. 

He  has  in  the  vill  of  Ampilford  fourteen  bovates  which  used  all 
to  be  held  in  bondage.  The  bovate  contains  nine  acres  of  land  and 
one  and  a  half  of  meadow.  Of  these,  John  Artilius  holds  two  bovates 
for  12s.  Cecily  formerly  wife  of  Geoffrey  holds  two  bovates  for  12s. 

Geoffrey  formerly  reeve  holds  two  bovates  for  12s. 

William  Pinchun  holds  two  bovates  for  12s. 

William  Reeve  holds  two  bovates  for  12s. 

Hamund  le  Pertricur  holds  a  bovate  for  6s. 

Thomas  son  of  Bernard  holds  a  bovate  for  6s.  This  ferm  they 
give  for  all  services.  Two  bovates  are  in  the  lord’s  hands,  which 
used  to  be  held  in  bondage. 

If  the  aforesaid  tenants  do  services  and  customs,  then  each 
bovate  renders  only  16^.,  and  the  following  services:  A  hen  at 
Christmas,  twenty  eggs  at  Easter.  For  mowing  the  lord’s  meadow, 
1  \d.  Each  bovate  shall  find  one  man  to  hoe  the  lord’s  corn  for 
one  meal.  It  shall  find  five  reapers  in  autumn  to  reap  the  lord’s 
corn  for  one  meal  a  day.  All  bondmen  shall  give  the  lord  2 s.  at 
Christmas  by  way  of  a  special  gift  (eximeum),  or  a  pig  of  the  price 
of  2 s.  [szc] .  Four  bovates  shall  make  one  plough  twice  a  year  to 
plough  the  lord’s  land,  and  two  men  for  each  plough  shall  feed 
with  the  lord  once  a  day.  Each  bovate  shall  find  a  horse  to  harrow 
the  lord’s  land  twice  a  year,  and  one  man  with  two  horses  shall 
feed  with  the  lord  once  a  day.  All  the  bondmen  shall  cart  nine 
loads  ( bigatas )  of  wood  for  fuel,  and  in  return  for  the  carting  six 
men  shall  have  a  meal.  All  the  bondmen  together  with  nine  cot¬ 
tars  shall  make  all  the  lord’s  hay  except  that  of  Almheuedleyes, 
and  shall  be  fed  for  three  days  and  not  more.  The  lord  shall  find  a 
cart  (carectam)  and  two  wagons  ( plaustra )  to  cart  the  hay:  and  the 
bondmen  shall  cart  it  one  day  with  four  wagons  and  the  next  day 
with  three  wagons,  and  so  from  day  to  day  until  the  lord’s  hay  is 
all  carted.  In  the  same  way  they  shall  cart  the  lord’s  corn.  The 
men  who  go  to  the  wagons  shall  have  breakfast  and  dinner  each 
day  while  they  are  carting  the  lord’s  hay  and  corn.  Two  bovates 
shall  do  three  carting  services  to  Ebor,  Heselington’,2  Donigton’ 
or  Fulford,3  and  shall  have-  a  meal  or  id.  for  each  carting.  The 
house  of  each  bondman  shall  give  a  strak  of  nuts  at  Martinmas. 
Each  bondman  shall  cart  the  tithes  of  his  corn  to  the  lord’s  barn 
(orreum)  before  carting  his  own  corn  to  his  own  house,  and  the

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lord’s  servant  or  the  reeve  shall  oversee  the  tithing.  The  bondmen 
shall  find  a  mate  (seruientem)  for  the  mason  and  for  the  thatcher 
for  one  meal  a  day.  The  bondmen  and  cottars  shall  wash  and 
shear  all  the  lord’s  sheep  for  one  meal  a  day.  The  bondmen  shall 
cart  the  lord’s  timber  to  his  court,  wherever  it  is  bought,  for  one 
meal;  and  they  shall  do  this  with  the  lord’s  assistance,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  corn  and  hay.  They  shall  collect  reeds  for  thatching 
and  shall  cart  them  to  the  lord’s  house,  for  one  meal  a  day.  They 
shall  give  the  lord  for  each  yearling  pig  id.  if  it  is  sold  or  slaughtered, 
and  for  a  pig  of  half  a  year  \d.  If  a  bullock  of  their  own  breeding 
(de  proprio  nutrimento)  is  to  be  sold,  the  lord  shall  have  4 d.  unless 
it  works  for  a  year  and  a  day.  If  the  mill  is  not  sufficient  for  milling 
the  lord’s  corn,  the  bondmen  shall  cart  the  corn  to  another  mill 
for  one  meal  a  day.  If  the  lord’s  corn  is  ricked  outside  the  barn 
and  is  to  be  carried  into  the  barn,  the  bondmen  and  cottars  shall 
cart  it  for  one  meal,  if  the  rick  is  square;  and  if  it  is  round,  for 
nothing.  They  ought  to  go  for  the  lord’s  provisions  and  for  those 
of  the  steward  and  bailiff,  at  Ebor,  Helmesley,1  Kirkby  More- 
sheued2  and  Thresk,3  at  the  lord’s  expense,  for  one  meal.  They 
shall  give  merchet  for  their  daughters  and  relief  for  their  lands.

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If  they  do  the  services  owed  and  customary,  then  each  cottar 
renders  only  I2d.  and  the  following  services:  Each  renders  at 
Christmas  a  hen  and  at  Easter  twenty  eggs.  They  shall  make  all 
the  lord’s  hay  with  the  bondmen,  except  the  hay  of  Abneheued 
leyes.  Each  cottar  renders  i \d.  for  mowing  the  lord’s  hay.  Each 
shall  give  a  strak  of  nuts.  Each  shall  find  a  man  to  rick  the  lord’s 
corn,  and  shall  have  breakfast  and  dinner  each  day.  Each  shall 
find  five  reapers  to  reap  the  lord’s  corn  for  a  meal  a  day.  They 
shall  drive  the  lord’s  animals  to  Ebor,  Heselington’,  Donigton’ 
and  Fulford’,  for  a  meal.  Each  cottar  having  an  animal  shall 
fence  four  perches  round  the  lord’s  corn,  and  shall  mend  it  every 
third  year.  They  ought  to  give  merchet  for  their  daughters  and 
relief  for  their  tofts.  The  lord  shall  make  reeves  of  the  bondmen 
and  cottars  whenever  he  pleases. 

[/.  185/.]  The  prebendary  has  at  Heselington’  a  demesne 
manor  house,  and  is  rector  of  the  church,  receiving  all  great  and 
small  tithes  from  his  men  of  Heselington’  and  Fulford.  He  has 
there  eight  bovates  in  demesne,  the  bovate  containing  eight  acres 
of  arable  and  one  of  meadow.  He  has  a  certain  meadow  called 
Prestecroft,  containing  an  acre  and  a  half.  He  has  common  pasture 
and  turbary,  extending  as  far  as  Thursepole  to  the  west,  Lange- 
wath’  to  the  south  and  Threkes  to  the  east.  He  has  twelve  bondmen 
whose  names  are  these :  William  Carter,  Richard  Lambe,  Geoffrey 
son  of  Thomas,  Robert  Ster,  Thomas  son  of  Adam,  Geoffrey  Hurthe- 
wurth’,  Thomas  Mous,  John  son  of  Hugh,  Geoffrey  son  of  Mariot’, 
Alexander  son  of  Gilbert,  James  Hert  and  Hugh  son  of  Adam. 
Of  these,  ten  hold  two  bovates  each,  Robert  Ster  holds  three 
bovates  and  the  wife  of  Alexander  son  of  Gilbert  holds  a  bovate. 
The  bovate  contains  eight  acres  of  arable  and  one  of  meadow. 
They  render  per  bovate  16 \d.  and  the  following  services:  Each 
bovate  renders  a  hen  at  Christmas  and  twenty  eggs  at  Easter.  Each 
shall  find  five  reapers  in  autumn  to  reap  the  lord’s  corn,  for  one 
meal  a  day.  Each  bondman  shall  cart  the  tithe  of  his  corn  to  the 
lord’s  barn  before  carting  corn  to  his  own  house.  The  lord  shall 
mow  his  own  hay;  and  the  bondmen  shall  make  all  the  hay  of 
Heselington,  and  make  that  of  Prest croft  with  the  aid  of  the  bond- 
men  of  Fulford’.  All  the  bondmen  of  Heselington’,  Donigton’ 
and  Fulford  shall  cart  the  lord’s  hay  from  Fulford’  to  Ebor  or 
Heselington’  at  the  lord’s  request,  and  on  the  day  when  they  cart 
it  the  lord  shall  give  them  one  meal  a  day.  They  shall  cart  the 
lord’s  timber  wherever  it  is  bought.  Each  bovate  shall  find  one 
carting  service  to  Ampelford  for  one  meal,  or  shall  give  3 d.  The 
bondmen  shall  find  a  mate  for  the  thatcher  for  one  meal  a  day. 
If  the  lord  sells  his  corn  at  Heselington’  or  Donigton’  [/.  185?;.] 
they  shall  cart  it  at  the  lord’s  request.  If  the  lord  or  his  steward 
of  bailiff  goes  to  Ebor,  the  bondmen  shall  cart  hay  and  rushes 
for  their  use.  They  ought  to  make  the  walls  round  the  grange, 
and  to  fence  the  meadow  of  Prestecroft  and  the  lord’s  garden 
and  the  meadow  next  to  it,  with  aid  from  Donigton’  and  Fulford’, 
except  for  eleven  score  feet  which  the  lord  shall  fence.

Henry  son  of  Utrede  holds  a  toft  and  croft  for  2 s.  6 d.,  a  hen 
and  twenty  eggs. 

Gilbert  son  of  Marioth  holds  a  toft  and  croft  for  3s.,  two  hens 
and  forty  eggs.  All  the  aforesaid  shall  give  merchet  for  their  daugh¬ 
ters  and  relief  for  their  lands;  and  the  lord  shall  make  reeves  of 
whomsoever  he  will.

The  bovate  con¬ 
tains  eight  acres  of  arable  and  one  of  meadow.  They  render  for 
each  bovate  16 \d.,  and  do  the  following  services:  Each  bovate 
renders  at  Christmas  a  hen,  and  at  Easter  twenty  eggs.  The  afore¬ 
said  ten  bovates  render  40 d.  called  Wodepeny.  The  bondmen  with 
[/.  i86r.]  the  bondmen  of  Heselington’  shall  mow  the  lord’s  hay; 
and  for  mowing  and  making  the  hay  the  bondmen  of  Heselington 
and  Fulford’  shall  keep  Peter’s  Pence  for  themselves.  Each  bovate 
shall  find  five  reapers  in  autumn  to  reap  the  lord’s  corn,  for  one 
meal  a  day.  They  do  the  other  services  set  forth  above.  He  has 
there  a  cottar’s  toft  held  by  Henry  de  Landemot  for  i8d.,  two 
hens  and  twenty  eggs;  and  he  shall  drive  the  lord’s  animals  to 
Ampilford  with  two  cottars  of  Donigton’,  for  one  meal  a  day. 

The  prebendary  has  at  Donigton’  a  demesne  manor  house  and 
six  bovates  in  demesne.  The  bovate  contains  ten  acres  of  arable 
and  one  of  meadow.  He  has  there  seven  bondmen  whose  names 
are  these:  Alan  Cogi,  Alan  Reeve,  John  Ipi,  Adam  de  Wythona, 
William  Paynot,  William  son  of  Alan  and  Thomas  Rose.  Each 
holds  two  bovates.  The  bovate  contains  ten  acres  of  arable  and 
one  of  meadow.  Each  renders  per  bovate  2 s.  6 \d.  They  do  the 
following  services:  Each  bovate  renders  at  Christmas  a  hen,  and 
at  Easter  twenty  eggs.

Peter  Smith  holds  a  toft  and  croft  for  2 s.  6 d. 

The  lord  shall  make  reeves  of  all  the  aforesaid  at  his  pleasure. 

Of  pasture  common  to  the  men  of  Mr.  John  de  Craucom  and 
his  own  men  he  has  in  all  by  estimation  a  hundred  acres. 

He  has  at  Ebor  a  hall  called  le  Stanehall’  in  Staynegate,  two 
upper  rooms  (solar)  with  two  cellars,  and  also  a  small  court. 

Note  that  all  the  bondmen,  cottars  and  gresmen  of  the  whole 
prebend  ought  to  come  to  the  court  and  chapter  of  the  lord  wherever, 
whenever  and  however  often  they  are  summoned  or  forewarned; 
and  all  the  parishioners  of  Ampelford  who  hold  of  the  liberty  of 
Bellaland’ 1  shall  come  thence  to  the  lord’s  chapter  when  they  are 
summoned.

The  following  extent  of  the  manor  of  Monk  Friston  near 
Selby,  with  its  adjacent  members  of  Hillam  and  Hambleton,  is 
translated  from  a  fragment  of  a  Selby  Abbey  rental  of  1320, 
now  Brit.  Mus.  Add.  MS.  36579.  The  rest  of  the  MS.  deals  with 
property  of  the  abbey  in  Northamptonshire  and  Leicestershire. 
Of  the  extent  of  Monk  Friston  and  Hillam  I  have  adopted  a 
translation  made  by  a  certain  W.M.  in  the  late  seventeenth 
century,  now  Add.  MS.  36581;  I  have,  however,  modernized  the 
spelling  and  punctuation,  and  transcribed  all  names  of  persons 
and  places  from  Add.  MS.  36579;  to  which,  moreover,  all  notes 
of  foliation  refer.  The  extent  of  Hambleton  was  not  translated 
by  W.M.

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III.  THE  PRECEPTORIES  OF  THE 
KNIGHTS  HOSPITALLERS. 


A— MINISTERS’  ACCOUNTS. 

Introduction. 

The  documents  printed  in  this  section  of  the  volume  include 

(1)  the  Ministers’  Accounts  for  the  preceptories  of  Holy  Trinity, 
Beverley,  Mount  St.  John,  and  Ribston,  for  the  year  Michaelmas 

31  Hen.  VIII  to  Michaelmas  32  Hen.  VIII.  In  the  case  of  Ribston 
the  summary  and  payments  for  the  following  year  are  also  given. 

(2)  Some  court  rolls  of  manors  of  the  preceptory  of  Newland. 

(3)  Opinions  of  Counsel  in  a  case  of  dispute  affecting  the  copy- 
holders.  (4)  Note  on  the  manor  of  Great  Houghton. 

All  the  possessions,  real  and  personal,  of  the  Order  of  St.  John 
of  Jerusalem  in  England  were  vested  in  the  Crown  by  the  Statute 

32  Hen.  VIII,  c.  24,  the  rents  and  profits  being  paid  into  the  Court 
of  the  Augmentation  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Crown,  which  had  been 
created  under  another  statute,  27  Hen.  VIII,  c.  27,  for  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  revenues  arising  from  the  lands  of  the  dissolved  monas¬ 
teries.  It  would  appear  that  directly  the  first-mentioned  act 
became  law  the  King  was  entitled  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits. 
The  cattle  and  grain  on  the  demesne  lands  occupied  by  the  preceptors 
were  sold  at  once.  The  date  of  the  actual  dissolution  of  the  precep¬ 
tories  was  in  the  case  of  Beverley  and  Ribston  18  Nov.,  32  Hen.  VIII, 
and  in  that  of  Mount  St.  John  12  Oct.  in  the  same  year,  but  both 
dates  were  subsequent  to  the  close  of  these  Accounts. 

The  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Hospitallers  in  connection  with 
their  preceptories  are  enumerated  in  a  case  stated  for  the  opinion 
of  counsel  in  1620,  in  which  it  is  said  that  the  Prior  and  Convent 
of  St.  John’s  were  seised  in  fee  of  the  manor  of  Crosley  whereunto 
belonged  both  free  and  copyhold  tenants  of  estates  of  inheritance, 
a  court  leet,  probate  of  wills,  granting  of  administrations,  obits 
certain  and  uncertain,  waifs  and  strays,  felons’  goods,  and  other 
liberties,  as  freedom  from  toll,  from  service  of  constable,  etc.1  At 
the  Dissolution  the  Hospitallers’  manors  came  to  the  Crown  with 
these  rights,  and  they  were  subsequently  granted  out  by  the  King 
to  the  purchasers  with  the  same  privileges. 

There  was,  however,  one  source  of  income  which  ceased,  viz.,  the 
“  confraria,”  "  fraeria,”  or  “  fraria,”  the  yearly  voluntary  collection

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made  among  their  neighbours  for  the  support  of  the  brothers.  In 
1338  it  was  returned  under  Newland  at  xx11,1  Beverley  xx11,2 
Mount  St.  John  13 n  6s  8tl.3  In  the  case  of  Ribston,  which  had  only 
recently  come  into  the  possession  of  the  Hospitallers,  nothing  is 
included  on  this  account.  The  revenue  from  the  “  fraria  ”  would 
always  be  fluctuating  and  would  certainly  come  to  an  end  when 
the  Hospitallers  were  dispossessed  of  their  property. 

A  little  additional  information  to  that  printed  in  Miscellanea 
Vol.  I  is  obtained  from  documents  included  in  this  volume  in  regard 
to  “  obits. ”4  Counsel’s  opinion  was  asked  in  1620  as  to  whether  the 
purchasers  of  the  Hospitallers’  lands  could  demand  “  obits  ”  from  the 
tenants.  The  answer5  was  that  “  these  obits  were  certain  sums  of 
money,  or  porcons  of  goods,  payable  upon  the  death  of  the  free¬ 
holder,  and  they  belonged  to  the  lord  of  the  manor.”  Again, 
at  Staveley  in  the  preceptory  of  Ribston,  one  of  the  conditions 
on  which  a  tenant  held  his  land  is  stated  to  be  by  paying  on  his 
own  death  and  the  death  or  departure  from  the  premises  of  each 
of  his  heirs  thereof  successively,  in  the  name  of  one  third  part  of 
his  goods  and  chattells,  20s.6  This  is  a  good  example  of  the 
uncertain  “obit”  being  compounded;  the  custom  became 
common  as  time  went  on.7 


1.— THE  PRECEPTORY  OF  BEVERLEY. 

The  free  rents  and  properties  of  this  preceptory  were  scattered 
over  a  large  number  of  parishes — about  120.  They  wTere  grouped  in 
seven  bailiwicks  of  which  that  of  Allerston  covered  the  largest,  and 
Allerthorpe  the  smallest  area.  The  greatest  revenue  came  from 
Allerston,  the  least  from  Beverley.  All  the  properties  in  a  single 
parish  were,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  attached  to  the  same 
bailiwick.

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The  most  notable  feature  of  these  returns  is  that  so  little  of 
the  revenue  of  the  year,  dating  as  it  does  from  Michaelmas  Day, 
came  into  the  King’s  hands,  this  being  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
majority  of  the  rent  days  were  anterior  to  the  passing  of  the  Act 
of  32  Hen.  VIII,  c.  24. 

There  are  several  instances  where  property  is  leased  by  indenture 
under  the  common  seal  of  the  Prior  and  brethren  for  25  or  29  years.1 
In  the  case  of  the  pasture  called  “Wedley”  in  South  Cave,  woods 
and  underwoods,  waifs,  strays  and  escheats  are  excepted,  the 
farmer  bearing  all  ordinary  and  extraordinary  charges  and  repairing 
hedges,  ditches  and  enclosures.2  In  the  case  of  the  Manor  of 
“  Whalsale,”  woods  and  underwoods  only  are  excepted  and  there 
are  the  same  conditions  for  repairs,  but  the  farmer  could  have 
sufficient  “  fyrebote,  housebote,  ploughbote,  cartebote  and  hedge- 
bote  ”  from  the  woods  and  underwoods.3 

Much  of  the  Templars’  lands  in  Yorkshire,  which  on  the  dis¬ 
solution  of  their  order  came  to  the  Hospitallers,  was  annexed  to 
the  preceptory  of  Beverley.  It  included  the  whole  of  the  property 
of  the  Templars’  preceptory  of  Westerdale,  except  their  rents  at 
Austerfield  and  Doncaster,  which  went  to  Newland.4  The  rents  at 
Beeford  were  attached  to  the  bailiwick  of  that  name,  and  the  remain¬ 
der  formed  the  bailiwick  of  Westerdale.  The  preceptory  of  Weedley 
became  part  of  the  bailiwick  of  Beverley.  The  estate  at  Allerthorpe 
continued  as  the  bailiwick  of  Allerthorpe.  Numerous  scattered 
rents  and  lands  in  the  Templars’  preceptory  of  Foulbridge  were 
incorporated  in  the  bailiwick  of  Allerston.  Some  of  their  other 
possessions  are  included  in  the  bailiwicks  of  Etton  and  Hunting- 
ton.  Even  at  the  date  of  these  Accounts  we  find  such  names  as 
Temple  Close,  Temple  Croft,  Temple  Garth,  and  Temple  Milne 
Hill  still  proclaiming  their  former  ownership.5

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2.— THE  PRECEPTORY  OF  MOUNT  ST.  JOHN. 

The  properties  in  this  Preceptory  were  not  so  definitely  grouped 
in  bailiwicks  as  in  the  case  of  Beverley  or  Newland.  Four  in  York¬ 
shire  and  one  for  Northumberland  are  detailed  below.  In  the 
records  of  the  Hospitallers’  lands  manor  is  sometimes  synonymous 
with  bailiwick,  and  it  may  be  that  the  demesne  lands  at  Mount 
St.  John,  which  were  still  in  the  occupation  of  the  late  preceptor 
at  the  date  of  these  accounts,  in  reality  formed  a  bailiwick  with 
the  properties  in  Thirsk  and  divers  townships  for  which  Thomas 
Marshall  acted  as  bailiff.  Then  there  was  certainly  a  bailiff  for 
the  property  in  co.  Durham.  The  manor  of  Temple  Sowerby  in 
the  counties  of  Cumberland  and  Westmorland  was  let  to  farm.  Of 
the  spiritualities  the  rectory  of  Kirkby  Fleetham  and  the  tithes 
of  Gilsdale,  which  were  not  included  in  any  bailiwick  or  manor, 
were  also  let  to  farm. 

The  list  of  parishes  in  which  the  properties  of  the  Hospitallers 
were  situated  is  enumerated  below  under  the  bailiwicks  to  which 
they  were  respectively  attached  :

Watlass  in  Hang  East ;  Downholme,  West  Hauxwell  and  Wensley 
in  the  wapentake  of  Hang  West;  and  a  tenement  in  the  city  of 
York.

5.  — Bailiwick  of  Northumberland.  This  included  the  properties 
attached  to  the  preceptory  of  Mount  St.  John,  lying  in  the  above- 
named  county. 
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Owing  partly  to  the  dates  on  which  the  rent-days  fell,  and  partly 
to  the  preceptor  still  occupying  the  demesne  lands,  none  of  the 
revenues  of  this  preceptory  for  the  year  covered  by  the  Account 
came  into  the  hands  of  the  King. 

The  arrears  of  Whitsuntide  rents  due,  but  still  unpaid,  when 
the  Act  32  Hen.  VIII,  c.  24,  came  into  force,  were  collected  by  the 
bailiffs  and  paid  by  them  to  the  preceptor,  to  whom  they  properly 
belonged.  No  further  rents,  with  one  exception,  were  due  until 
after  the  close  of  the  Account,  and  therefore  nothing  was  paid  to 
the  King.

As  the  members  of  the  Order  became  less  numerous  it  was 
found  advantageous  to  unite  some  of  the  preceptories  and  soChibborn 
in  Northumberland  was  annexed  to  Mount  St.  John.  The  tendency 
also  to  let  their  properties  to  farm,  which  had  been  growing  for 
many  years,  showed  a  decided  increase  as  the  period  immediately 
preceding  the  suppression  of  the  Order  approached.  In  the  case  of 
Mount  St.  John  the  manor  of  Temple  Sowerby  was  leased  in  20 
Hen.  VIII  for  a  term  of  lives;  the  rectory  of  Kirkby  Fleetham  for 
29  years  in  29  Hen.  VIII;  the  tithes  of  Gilsdale  for  29  years  in  31 
Hen.  VIII;  and  the  chapel  of  Temple  Thornton,  with  the  water  mill 
and  tithes  and  profits  belonging  to  the  same,  were  let  for  term  of 
his  life  to  William  Collingwood,  chaplain,  in  the  same  year;  the 
three  last  transactions  being  on  the  verge  of  the  Dissolution.

They  are,  however,  referred 
to  in  these  accounts  with  an  intimation  that  the  bailiff  had  answered 
for  them  before  the  King’s  auditors  with  the  other  possessions  of 
the  house  in  question.1 

The  chief  possessions  of  the  Templars  which  came  to  Mount  St. 
John  on  their  suppression  were  the  rectory  of  Kirkby  Fleetham, 
the  preceptories  of  Penhill,  East  or  Temple  Cowton  and  Stanghow2 
in  Yorkshire,  Temple  Sowerby  in  Westmorland,  and  Temple  Thorn¬ 
ton,  which  may  at  one  time  have  been  a  preceptory  in  Northumber¬ 
land.

3.— THE  PRECEPTORY  OF  RIBSTON. 

Ribston  with  Wetherby  differs  from  the  other  Yorkshire  pre- 
ceptories  of  the  Templars  in  that  after  it  came  into  the  possession 
of  the  Hospitallers  it  still  maintained  a  separate  existence.  In 
all  the  other  cases  the  Templars’  preceptories  were  merged  in  those 
of  the  Hospitallers.  Its  properties  also  were  confined  to  a  much 
more  restricted  area  than  were  those  of  the  three  other  preceptories, 
and  they  were  grouped  in  and  administered  under  manors  and 
not  bailiwicks.  No  less  than  four  manors  were  in  one  parish  (Hun¬ 
singore),  and  the  whole  of  the  rents  were  drawn  from  12  parishes, 
all  but  three  being  in  the  wapentake  of  Claro,  as  against  120  in 
the  case  of  the  preceptory  of  Beverley.  There  was  no  resident 
preceptor  at  Ribston.  The  nominal  preceptor  was  the  prior  of 
Kilmainham  in  Ireland,  Sir  John  Rawson,  for  whom  Henry  Good- 
rick,  who  had  married  Rawson’s  niece,  acted  as  receiver  of  the 
rents,  and  after  the  suppression  became  bailiff  of  all  the  lands  of 
this  preceptory.3

The  table  below  shows  (1)  the  net  rents,  (2)  the  amount  paid 
to  the  preceptor;  (3)  the  amount  paid  to  the  receiver  after  the 
passing  of  the  Act  32  Hen.  VIII,  c.  24.  There  is  nothing  in  this 
case  to  show  whether  the  receiver  paid  the  balance  to  the  late 
preceptor  or  into  the  Court  of  Augmentations.2  We  are,  however, 
told  why  the  whole  farm  of  the  demesne  lands  was  retained  by 
the  preceptor,  viz.,  “  because  they  remained  in  the  hands  and

It  will  be  noticed  that  no  courts  were  held  in  connection  with 
any  of  the  Preceptories  during  the  year  covered  by  these  Accounts 
after  the  Act  32  Hen.

The  Accounts  are  in  many  ways  more  interesting  than  those 
of  Beverley  and  Mount  St.  John.  The  Hospitallers  had  very 
important  rights  and  privileges  in  the  town  of  Wetherby,  including 
the  toll  of  the  market  and  fair,  two  manorial  corn  mills,  the  com¬ 
mon  bakehouse,  and  the  right  of  taking  salmon  in  the  river.  They 
also  had  a  fulling  mill  there  and  two  inns,  the  “  Swan  ”  and  the 
“  Blake  Bulle.” 

For  the  year  32-33  Hen.  VIII  there  is  a  full  summary  of  the 
Accounts  for  that  year.  This  is  also  printed  as  it  throws  much 
light  upon  the  expenses  incurred  in  maintaining  the  properties. 
In  that  Account  the  Copgrove  rental  is  the  last,  and  is  followed 
by  the  Summary,  which  not  only  includes  the  expenses  for  the  year, 
but  for  the  part  of  the  preceding  year  from  the  date  when  the 
income  came  to  the  King.

B— COURT  ROLLS. 

Introduction. 

The  Court  Rolls  here  printed  belong  to  manors  which  were, 
previous  to  the  Dissolution,  attached  to  the  Preceptory  of  New- 
land.  All  the  seventeenth-century  rolls  were  formerly  in  the 
possession  of  the  late  Mr.  William  Ferrand,  of  St.  Ives,  Bingley, 
and  were  copied  by  the  present  editor.  The  earlier  ones  relating

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to  Kirkheaton  and  Hellifield  form  part  of  the  Hailstone  collection 
in  the  Minster  Library  at  York,  and  were  translated  by  the  late 
Mr.  R.  B.  Cook. 

The  information  contained  in  the  earlier  rolls  is  scanty,  but  that 
in  the  later  ones  is  much  fuller.  Normally  the  roll  begins  with  the 
list  of  suitors,  although  this  is  sometimes  omitted.1  Both  freehold 
and  copyhold  tenants  owed  suit  of  court.  Only  in  the  Kirkheaton 
roll  for  4  April,  14  James,  is  there  a  separate  list  of  each,  “the 
tenants  and  resiants  ”  being  there  included  in  a  second  list.2  A 
comparison  of  this  list  with  that  of  the  suitors  on  the  Kirkheaton 
court  roll,  1  Oct.,  15  James,  shows  that  this  latter  class  appears 
at  the  end  of  the  list  of  suitors  there  given.3  Where  there  is  only 
one  list  it  may,  therefore,  be  taken  for  granted  that  it  includes 
the  copyhold  tenants  whose  names  appear  at  the  end  after  those 
of  the  freeholders.  Usually  above  the  name  of  each  suitor  is  an 
abbreviation  indicating  whether  he  appeared,  essoined,  or  defaulted, 
etc. 

Then  comes  the  list  of  jurors,  followed  by  the  amercements 
they  made  upon  those  who  had  not  put  in  an  appearance,  on  persons 
not  keeping  the  assize  of  beer,  making  affrays,  suffering  their  swine 
to  go  unyoked,  etc.  The  Jury  also  laid  pains  especially  to  secure 
the  erection  of  a  double  cross  upon  all  houses  and  lands  held  by 
tenants  of  the  manor. 

Transactions  in  connection  with  the  holding  of  land  and  the 
jurisdiction  in  testamentary  matters  occupy  a  large  amount  of 
space  on  the  rolls.

C— THE  RIGHTS  AND  PRIVILEGES  OF  THE 
HOSPITALLERS’  SUCCESSORS. 

Counsels’  Opinions. 

Introduction. 

Amongst  some  deeds  and  loose  papers  formerly  the  property  of 
E.  J.  Walker,  the  Halifax  antiquary,  presented  to  the  Society  by 
the  writer,  were  found  the  original  Counsels’  opinions  printed 
below.  Apparently  a  dispute  had  arisen  between  the  lord  of  the 
manor  of  Crosley  and  the  copyholders  as  to  their  exact  rights.  The 
lord  of  the  manor  claimed  the  same  privileges  as  the  Prior  had, 
and  this  view  is  in  substance  confirmed  by  Counsels’  opinions. 
The  two  Counsel  were  Humphrey  Davenport  and  Roger  Dale. 
Davenport’s  opinion  is  dated  1620,  but  there  are  no  papers  to  show 
how  the  dispute  arose.  The  answers  of  Counsel  are  given  under 
each  question,  those  of  Davenport  being  marked  (a),  those  of 
Dale  (b). 

Case. 

(Y.A.S.,  MD  149,  b  3.) 

The  Prior  and  Convent  of  St.  John’s  of  Jerusalem  in  England 
were  heretofore  seised  in  ffee  of  the  manor  of  Crosley  whereunto 
belonged  both  ffree  and  copiehould  tenants  of  estates  of  inheritance, 
a  court  leet,  probate  of  wills,  granting  of  administrations,  obits 
certaine  and  uncertaine,  waffes,  strayes,  felons  goodes  and  other 
liberties  as  freedome  from  towle,  from  service  of  constable  and 
divers  other  immunities,  wch  uppon  the  dissolucon  of  Religious 
howses  came  to  the  Crowne.  The  Kinges  Matie  by  his  highnes  Ires, 
patents  (inter  alia )  did  give  and  graunt  the  said  mannor  to  Willm. 
Whitmore,  esqr,  and  his  heires  together  with  Court  Leet,  probate 
of  wills,  and  other  generall  words,  etc.,  quot  quanta  qualia  et  quos 
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et  adeo  plene  liber e  et  integre  et  tam  amplius  prout,  etc.,  the  said  Prior 
had  used  or  enjoyed  or  ought  to  have  had,  used  or  enjoyed  the  same 
by  reason  of  anie  gift,  graunt,  confirmacon,  Acte  of  Parliament  or 
anie  lawfull  custome  or  prescription,  et  quot  quanta,  etc.,  et  adeo 
plene  etc  as  the  same  came  to  the  hands  of  his  Matie  or  anie  of  his 
progenitors,  etc.,  by  reason  of  the  said  dissolucon,  etc. 

Questions. 

1.  Whether  may  the  purchasor  demaund  the  said  obits  of 
the  tennauntes  within  the  saide  manor  as  the  same  were  due  and 
paid  in  the  Prior’s  tyme  and  since  especiallie  found  by  inquiscion 
of  office  since  the  dissolucon  and  enioyed  accordinglie. 

(a)  I  do  conceive  these  obits  to  be  certaine  somes  of  money  or 
porcon  of  goodes  payable  uppon  the  death  of  the  freehoulder 
which  are  in  the  nature  of  reall  rents  or  services,  and  by  the 
reservacon  belonginge  to  the  mannor,  and  do  belonge  to  the 
lord  of  the  manor  for  the  tyme  being. 

(b)  I  am  of  opinion  the  purchaser  ought  to  enioye  them  still. 

2.  Whether  may  the  purchaser  and  his  tennants  enjoy  all 
the  said  liberties  and  privilidges  wch  the  said  Prior  had  and  enjoyed 
wthout  sewinge  out  anie  charter  for  the  same,  by  vertue  of  his 
Matie  said  graunt,  and  wch  of  the  said  liberties  will  passe  by  the 
said  graunt,  etc. 

(a)  This  question  is  of  a  verie  large  extente  in  his  particulars, 
not  possible  to  be  answered  in  euerie  particular;  howbeit 
generally  such  liberties  as  belonged  to  the  Prior  within  that 
mannor  do  passe  by  vertue  of  the  words  of  tot  tanta  tails  ead. 
et  consimilia  quot  etc.  wthout  anie  new  chart1,  as  namely  goods 
of  felons,  etc.,  wch  they  lawfullie  held. 

(b)  I  think  he  ought  to  have  a  constable,  but  suche  liberties  and 
privileges  as  are  agreable  to  lawe  I  think  they  may  have 
wthout  any  new  charter. 

3.  Whether  may  such  tenants  as  do  suite  to  the  said  court 
leet  (where  was  never  Constable  elected  or  sworne  the  same  being 
free  from  the  said  service  in  the  said  Priors  tyme)  be  charged  in 
any  other  leete  wth  service  of  the  Constable  beinge  elected  there 
where  they  are  not  bound  to  appeare  and  do  service.  And  whether 
may  the  Lord  or  Steward  of  the  said  manor  electe  and  sweare  a 
Constable  in  his  owne  Cort  though  they  never  used  so  to  do.  And 
whether  may  the  tenants  of  the  said  mannor  after  the  King’s 
graunt  therof  be  charged  to  do  suite  and  wth  service  of  Constable 
at  any  new  Leet  since  graunted  by  his  Matie. 

(a)  If  there  were  neuer  Constable  sworne  there  in  the  Priors  tyme 
this  Charter  will  enable  to  sweare  any  nowe.  The  Kings  MatIe 
may  graunt  a  new  Leete  where  none  was  before  and  this 
pattentee  and  his  tenants  are  bound  to  it,  this  charter  not- 
withstandinge. 
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(b)  He  cannot  swear  any  man  Constable  unles  he  be  whim  the 
jurisdiction  of  his  cort. 

4.  If  a  copiehoulder  surrender  his  copiehould  lands  into  the 
handes  of  a  freehoulder  of  the  said  mannor  to  the  use  of  J.S.  who 
uppon  presentment  made  thereof  by  the  said  freehoulder  is  admitted 
tenant  by  the  Steward  accordingly,  dureinge  the  tyme  that  the 
said  mannor  is  in  the  Kings  handes,  whether  is  such  surrender 
and  admittance  voyd  or  no. 

(a)  The  surrender  into  the  hands  of  a  ffreehoulder  is  voyd  and  the 
admittance  thereuppon  also  unles  there  be  a  speciall  custome 
in  the  mannor  to  the  contrarie. 

(b)  I  hold  suche  a  surrender  void  unles  there  be  any  special 
custome  to  the  contrarie. 

5.  If  a  copiehoulder  of  the  said  manor  fell  or  stube  timber 
trees  and  sell  or  convert  the  same  to  his  owne  use  contrarie  to  the 
custome  of  the  said  manor,  whether  may  the  Lord  of  the  manor 
bringe  an  action  of  trespasse  against  the  Copiehoulder  for  fellinge 
the  said  Timber,  or  whether  may  he  uppon  presentment  made 
thereof  by  the  homagers  of  the  Cort  seize  the  said  copiehould  landes 
for  the  said  wast  and  recover  the  said  landes  by  an  erectione  firme 
there  beinge  no  custome  for  a  copiehoulder  to  fell  his  wood  except 
for  necessarie  reparacons. 

[a)  The  fellinge  of  trees  by  a  copiehoulder  within  his  owne  copie¬ 
hould  other  then  for  the  use  of  his  tenement  is  a  forfeyte  of 
his  tenement  by  the  common  lawe  unles  there  be  a  custome 
to  the  contrarie. 

( b )  Unless  ther  be  any  speciall  custome  to  the  contrarye  the 
copiholder  cannot  fell  timber,  yf  he  do  upon  presentment  in 
cort  the  Lord  may  [illegible]  a  forfeyture. 

6.  If  his  Matie  do  graunt  to  his  freehoulders  liber,  redd.  xiia 
anuat.  exeunt,  de  uno  tent,  in  Crosley  p’cell.  manerii  p’d.  et  servic. 
inde  spectan.,  and  after  graunt  the  said  mannor  ut  supra,  whether 
ought  the  purchaser  of  the  said  free  rent  do  suit  to  the  said  Court 
Leet  or  make  probate  of  wills  there,  and  whether  do  waffes,  strayes 
and  felons  goods  within  the  said  ten[emen]t  belonge  to  the  Lord 
of  the  said  manor  or  do  the  same  passe  by  graunt  of  the  said  ffre 
rent  and  service  thereunto  belonginge  to  the  purchaser  of  the  said 
ffree  rent,  etc. 

(a)1  By  the  grant  of  the  service  and  rent  unto  the  ffreehoulder 
himselfe  in  fee  this  service  and  land  so  houlden  are  severed 
from  the  mannor  and  no  longer  houlden  thereof  unles  the 
tenendum  in  the  patente  be  to  hould  de  manerio  and  then  it 
continueth  as  parcell  of  the  mannor,  but  not  otherwise.  The

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suite  to  the  leete  is  for  resiance  uppon  the  land  within  the 
leet  and  not  for  havinge  of  a  rent  within  the  mannor  especiallie 
when  the  rent  by  the  grant  is  severed  from  the  mannor. 

(b)  I  think  the  grantee  hath  but  a  rent  and  can  neither  prove 
wills  nor  have  wafes  and  stray  unles  yt  be  a  service  yt  is 
granted,  but  theis  remayne  still  with  the  manor  and  the 
tenant  of  the  land  ought  still  to  do  service  to  the  leete. 

7.  If  anie  other  religious  howse  do  hould  certaine  lands  of 
the  said  Prior  as  of  the  said  manor  of  Crosley  by  a  certaine  yearlie 
rent  and  other  services,  wch  lands  also  by  the  said  dissolucon 
came  to  the  King’s  hands,  whether  is  the  said  rent  and  services 
extinguished  or  suspended  by  the  unitie  of  possession  in  his  Matie, 
and  whether  may  the  purchasor  of  the  said  manor  have  anie  remedie 
for  the  said  rents  and  services  (the  same  beinge  particulerlie  graunted 
by  the  said  Ires,  patents). 

(a)  The  possessions  of  other  Abbies  came  to  the  Crowne  by  the 
statutes  of  27  and  31  H  8  and  this  of  St.  John’s  of  Jerusalem 
by  the  statute  of  32  H  8  (24),  so  the  tenure  was  extinguished 
for  the  other  lands  before  this  manor  came  to  the  Crowne, 
nevertheles  the  rent  was  saved  unto  the  lord  of  this  mannor 
by  that  of  31  H.8  and  became  after  extinguished  in  the  Crowne 
by  the  accession  of  this  mannor  unto  the  Crowne  by  this 
statute  of  32  H8,  capit.  24. 

(b)  I  am  of  opinion  yt  by  the  unitie  they  were  suspended,  but  by 
the  statute  of  32  H8  and  King’s  grant  they  be  revived  and 
this  patentee  ought  to  have  them. 

8.  Yf  the  heire  of  a  copiehoulder  before  his  admittance  sur¬ 
render  extra  cur ’  unto  the  Lord  of  the  manor  all  his  copiehould 
lands  and  all  his  rights  and  intrest  therein  whether  is  that  sur¬ 
render  good  and  the  estate  f  interest  of  the  heire  therebie  extinct 
or  no.  And  whether  ought  the  Lorde  bringe  in  the  said  surrender 
into  the  cort  and  have  the  same  found  by  the  homagrs  f  entred 
into  the  roll  yea  or  no. 

(a)  The  surrender  was  good  extra  cur ’  before  admittance  being 
made  to  the  Lord  of  the  manno1’  f  the  copiehould  estate  thereby 
extinguished  And  it  is  convenient  but  not  of  necessitie  that 
such  surrender  be  after  presented  in  the  cort  for  the  Lord 
claymeth  not  the  land  by  that  surrender  but  the  same  onelie 
inureth  by  way  of  discharge  of  the  copiehould  interest

(b)  I  hold  that  an  heire  in  by  discent  may  surrender  into  the  hands  of 
the  lord  and  by  that  the  copihold  is  extinct  though  the  heir  was 
not  admitted,  and  suche  an  heir  before  admittance  may  sur-

D— THE  MANOR  OF  GREAT  HOUGHTON.2 

Note  by  the  late  Mrs.  E.  B.  Tempest. 

This  manor  was  part  of  the  estates  of  Lionel,  Lord  Welles, 
killed  at  Towton  1461,  whose  daughter  and  coheir  Katherine 
married,  first,  Sir  Tho.  de  la  Launde  of  Horbling  (executed  1469) 
and  secondly,  before  Aug.  1475,  Robert  Tempest,  fourth  son  of 
Sir  John  Tempest  of  Bracewell;  and  she  with  her  sisters  and  coheirs 
had  restitution  of  their  father’s  estates  Feb.  1503-4  (19  Hen.  VII) 
(Rotu.  Pari.,  vj,  542).  By  Inquisition  held  at  Pontefract  20  Ap. 
1510,  on  the  death  of  John  Tempest,  Esq.,  it  is  shown  that  Katherine 
de  la  Launde  in  life  was  seized  in  fee,  etc.,  of  the  manor  of  Great 
Houghton,  with  appurts.,  7  messuages,  7  tenements,  and  500  acres 
of  land,  etc.,  in  Methley,  and  being  so  seized  married  Robt.  Tempest, 
Esq.,  when  they  were  jointly  seized,  and  had  issue  John,  named  in 
the  writ;  which  John  had  a  daughter  named  Margaret.  Katherine 
Tempest  (late  de  la  Launde)  died  8  Nov.  1505,  and  Robert  survived, 
holding  the  manor,  etc.,  by  law  of  England,  etc.,  and  died  13  (or  23) 
April  1509,  the  son  John  having  predeceased  him,  having  died 
4  January  1508-9.  The  manor  of  Great  Houghton  was  held  of 
the  king  as  of  his  manor  of  Hoton  Pannall  (formerly  Lutterells  and 
now  in  the  king’s  hands)  by  2 s.  4 d.  to  the  king  and  6s.  8d.  to  the 
master  (Domino)  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem.  Margaret,  daughter  of 
John  Tempest,  son  of  Robert  and  Katherine,  is  heir  and  aged  four 
years  and  more.  By  another  Inquest,  held  at  Bentley  4  Feb. 
15 12-3,  John’s  heir  is  called  Anne  and  her  age  given  as  seven  years 
and  more  (Chanc.  Inq.  p.  m.,  2  Hen.  VIII,  No.  109,  and  Inq. 
virtuti  officii,  Hen.  V III,  pt.  i,  No.  189,  old  references).  The 
22  June  1510— the  wardship  of  Agnes  (sic) ,  dau.  and  heir  of  John 
Tempest,  was  granted  to  Will.  Tyler  (L.  &  P.,  Hen.  VIII,  j,  No. 
1261):  the  26  April  1513 — Anne,  dau.  and  heir  of  John  Tempest 
was  granted  to  same  (Ibid.,  No.  4277):  and  31  July  1517 — the

Tyler;  and  at  the  same  date  that  of  Margaret,  sister  to  the  said 
Anne,  was  granted  to  Sir  Will.  Crompton  and  Sir  John  Sharpe 
(Ibid.,  ij,  Nos.  2881  and  2882).  Anne  married  Sir  Edward  Boleyn 
and,  19  Nov.  1520,  Sir  Edw.  Boleyn  and  Anne  his  wife  were  granted 
livery  of  the  lands  of  the  said  Anne,  being  dau.  and  heir  of  John 
Tempest  and  kinswoman  and  heir  of  Robert  Tempest  and  Katherine 
his  wife:  livery  of  same  received  by  Sir  Tho.  Boleyn  in  Dec.  1520 
(Ibid.,  No.  1081  [27]  and  p.  1546). 

Anne  Tempest  had,  by  Sir  Edw.  Boleyn,  only  four  daughters, 
namely,  Mary,  m.  James  Brampton;  Elizabeth,  m.  Thomas  Payne 
of  Iteringham;  Ursula,  m.  Will.  Pigge  of  Essex;  and  Amy,  m.  first 
Sir  Edw.  Whinboro’  and  secondly  Nicholas  Shadwell  of  Broomhill 
(Blomefield’s  Norfolk,  1769,  iij,  627). 

John  Tempest  (son  of  Robert  and  Katherine)  married  by 
licence  15  April  1501,  Joan,  dau.  of  Thomas  Roos  of  Dowesby,  co. 
Lines.  He  had  various  contentions  and  affrays  with  Laurence 
Cust,  who  married  Joan’s  mother  Margaret,  and  died  at  Horbling, 
apparently  from  the  effects  of  one  these  affrays,  31  January, 
23  Hen.  VII  (1508-9)  (Coram  Rege  Ro.,  No.  986,  Hil.,  23  Hen. 
VII,  m.  62  dorso).  Joan,  his  widow,  marr.  1509  Edw.  Villiers  of 
Flore,  co.  Northampton,  and  thirdly  David  Cecil  of  Stamford, 
dying  8  March  1536-7. 

One  does  not  understand  why  the  manor  of  Great  Houghton 
did  not  descend  to  Katherine’s  son  by  her  first  marriage  (de  la 
Launde),  unless  when  she  and  Robert  Tempest  obtained  restitution 
of  her  father’s  attainted  estates,  she  and  Tempest  were  able  to 
arrange  its  descent  to  her  Tempest  heir. 

The  marriage  of  Margaret,  John’s  other  coheir,  has  not  been 
traced  or  even  if  she  survived  infancy;  neither  have  I  been  able  to 
discover  whether  the  Boleyns  sold  Gt.  Houghton.

E— THE  CHAPEL  OF  ST.  JAMES  IN  SKIPTON 
BELONGING  TO  ST.  JOHN  OF  JERUSALEM. 

Note  by  the  late  Mrs.  E.  B.  Tempest. 

By  the  will  of  Margaret,  widow  of  Tho.  Wykes  of  Flasby  (in 
Gargrave),  16  Sept.  1514,  she  leaves  to  “  Christofer  Lambart 
of  Skypton  my  grandbarn  son  of  Thomas  Lambart  &  of  Ellin  my 
doghter  the  lease  of  a  house  in  Skypton  &  of  the  croft  &  all  the 
marcery  wares  in  the  shop  in  the  upper  end  of  the  same  house 
which  were  given  me  by  the  gift  of  Jamys  Whitaker  mercer  de¬ 
ceased.”  A  note  of  endorsement  by  John  Lambart — “  Mcl  that 
my  brother  Cristofer’s  house  in  Skypton  is  not  wholy  conveyed 
unto  him  by  this  lease  given  him  by  his  grandmother  for  a  great 
part  of  yt,  as  all  the  Crosse  end  belongeth  to  Sfc  John  of  Jerusalem  ” 
(Lord  Ribblesdale  MSS.,  Skipton,  No.  11). 
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By  the  will  of  Christopher  Lambart  of  Skipton,  gent.,  dated 
io  Jan.,  2  &  3  Phil.  &  Mary  (1555-6),  he  bequeaths  “  to  the  same 
Joseph  my  son  the  lathe  &  close  under  it  at  the  Newmarket  Street 
&  the  flat  nigh  thereto  lying  behind  Sfc  James’  Chapel  ”  [Ibid., 
No.  29). 

There  are  no  known  remains  of  any  chapel  called  St.  James’s 
in  Skipton.
